from jim morgan, atari ceo, who has 
been reading all your messages 
regarding atari... 

"for the past several months, you 
have been atari's harshest 
critics...and rightly so, since you are 
also atari's most sophisticated users, 
i am impressed by your passion of 
convictions as well as your passion 
for atari. without getting too 
specific, i'd like to address some of 
the major issues you have been 
raising. first of all, atari has been 
in financial trouble during most of 
1933. with that position comes a need 
and responsibility to re-examine 
every decision and program which 
led to the situation. clearly, in 
relation to its ability to design, 
manufacture and distribute, atari 
was in way over its head with a 
computer product line as inclusive 
as the 600xl, 800xl, 1400xl, 1450xld and 
1600. the company simply didn't have 
the resources to execute each of 
these as excellently as you or other 
customers would rightly expect or 
demand. the history of the home 
computer market seems to me to be 
the spirit of broken promises—either 
products which don't live up to 
expectations, don't arrive on time, 
or both. we are trying to become a 
more reliable company which 
delivers on time a product which 
offers a meaningful and useful 
difference to the consumer. to do 
this requires walking before you run 
and that's what we're doing right 
now by selling the 600xl and sooocl

"THE MUCH TO DO ABOUT JlOTajNG 
AWARD" to Kodak* His keen eye for 
investments uncovered some interesting scams 
and he insisted on adding to the after-shock 
of the Ma Bell explosion by showing slides of 
the new phones* The Trout phone and the 
Rolling Stones phones obviously got to him*

If you saw last month^s isfttie of the MACE 

Journal you couldn't help but notice the 
graphics on the front cover or the picture of 
the young lady just opposite Plato's Corner* 
Both were accomplished using a program called 
Humpty Dump« 

Humpty Dump is a screen dump utility created 
by Kidstuff Software, 3736 Ferndale, Ft» 
Nayne In« 4681 5« The disk based program can 
be initialized to work with almost any of the 
current dot matrix printers* The printer that I 
used for those pictures and those appearing in 
this article were done on a Prowriter* 




The program is autoloaded into low mem and 
then returns you to BASIC ♦ Screen then can be 
dumped to the printer simply by using the 
Option, Select, or Start keys in combination 
with either the "I" or "P" keyst depending on 
the size of the printout needed or whether you 
need a positive or negative image* 

The Humpty Dump works quite well unless the 
program that you are using to generate the 
graphics happens to include a routine that 
locte out the keyboard* If that is the case the 
routine will have to be deleted to return 
control of the keyboard so that the 



appropriate key command may be given* 

Screens created by Micro-Painter or digitized 

photographs like those found in the MACE 
disk library are easily dumped to the printer 
using Humpty-Dump« Aft interesting option of 
this program is the ability to view saved 
screens in graphic modes other than the mode 
in whidhttm mrmn mm armkieA* 




The program presently does not support the 

LOGO cartridge and that is a real shame* 
Imagine being able to save all those turtle 
graphics simply by hitting Option + "P"* Frank 
Roberts if you are listening please give this 
some thought, the potential of this program 
could be substantially enhanced if this were 
possible* 

This is an excellent program that can certainly 
expand the usefulness of your computer 
system* 

Our next review is a simulation type program 
called "Trains" by Spinnaker Software* % 

At one time or another most of us have had 
some type of model railroad* The degree of 
complexity of or involvement was probably in 
direct proportion to how bad thB model 
railroading bug bit us* There is a certain 
mystic to controlling your own little train 
empire with all the associated buildings and 
terrain* But just what does one actually do 
when one is a railroad tycoon? 

Well, it would be fun to actually run a 
railroadf picking up goods here and delivering 
them there» all the while being concerned with 
the necessities like scheduling, payrolls, 



product supplies and all the other associated 
responsibilities of staying in business* 

Trains by Spinnaker Software actually 
provides you with the opportunity to run one 
of the great railroads during the age of steam* 
Through the plainSf mountains* deserts and 
cities you control your own steam engine* four 
cars* and caboose as you attempt to carve your 
name into the annals of railroading history* 

The educational benefits of such a program 
are many* Plato's first born soon found out 
that racing the train around the track# 
randomly picking up and delivering goods 
without concern for schedules or efficiency 
soon resulted in a bankrupt railroad* Unless a 
player is deliberate and a efficient planner he 
will not be able to rise through the eight sites 
(levels) on his way to a successful railroading 
career* 

The graphics, sound, and design of Trains 
make this one of the most interesting and 
entertaining programs I've seen in the 
educational category* 

Don't be surprised if you and assistant 
engineer find yourselves struggling through 
level eight at 3i00 A*M« This is an engrossing 
and valuable educational experience* 

Finally a few notes to pass along* Two 
interesting letters this month (Thank Youh 
One from H* L* McLean who reports on their 
family's experience with the Dorsett 
educational tapes (specifically History)* The 
graphics and sound are apparently less than 
spectacular and the children seemed to be 
bored even tli# first time th-rough* My 
experience with the spelling tapes were a 
little more positive* Also the McLean's may be 
starting their own educational BBS! We'll try 
and keep you updated on this* 

Another letter that from "PUto's Pal" appears 

as a separate article called "Off The Wall"* 
Submittals of this type are greatly 
appreciated and could bm grouped together in a 
Bit's and Pieces type format that could 
provide useful information to all the 
membership* Please send in your favorite 
routine or bit of advice to share with us all*
